The best lands are taken and many 
of the newer settlements are already overcapitalized and the 
very pioneers are facing a readjustment of values that bids 
fair to wipe out the equities their hard \v6rk and rigorous life 
have earned in their properties. So that whether in the old 
or new settlements difficult problems are found that tax the 
finest students of political economy in their solution.

meeting, therefore, of representatives of 93,000 of the sturdy 
yeomanry of this great State at this time calls for a care in 
deliberation and a fine choice in the expression of their senti- 
ments that may well make the delegate who carries these 
responsibilities pause.
